WAGE-HOUR DEFEAT 
SEEN BY RAMSPECK 


House Votes To Allow 
Proposed Board To Fix 
70 Cents an Hour Mini- 
mum Despite Protests. 


WASHINGTON, July 28.—(4)— 
President Roosevelt and his lead- 
ers from Capitol Hill worked out 
today an elastic legislative pro- 
gram expected to keep congress 14 
session at least two weeks longer. 

With Senator Barkley, the ma- 
jority leader; Speaker Bankhead 
and Representative Rayburn, 
Democratic leader of the house, 
the chief executive went over the 
“entire legislative situation.” 

Barkley later listed three items 
as definitely on the program for 
the senate: the wage and hour bill. 
low-cost housing legislation, and 
the modified court bill—with some 
other legislation probably to fol- 
low. 

Wage Bill Change. 

A labor leader turned legislator 
succeeded in writing into the 
wage-hour bill today a provision 
permitting a board to fix mini- 
mum wages as high as 70 cents an 
hour and a maximum work week 
as short as 35 hours. 

The house labor committee ap- 
proved the provision, which mem- 
bers said had been prepared by 
Representative Wood, Democrat, 
Missouri, long-time president of 
the Missouri State Federation of 
Labor. 

The proposal is a major change 
from the wage-hour bill as it is 
now being debated in the senate. 
Under the latter measure the ad- 
ministrative board could not com-

“Surely,” Governor Rivers add- 
ed,.“‘such a conscience will prompt 
you to be at least. equally as so- 
licitous to see that no injustice is 
done a sister state and her people.”’

In refusing the extradition of 
Cunningham, captured recently in 
Boston after being at liberty 13 
years, Governor Hurley said his

DEEP IN THE SOUTH GEOR- 
GIA TOBACCO BELT, July 28.— 
(P)\—Awaiting first saleg of the 
1937 tobacco season, farmers and 
warehousemen throughout the belt 
planned all-night activity to com- 
plete grading and placing of bas- 
kets in time for the auctions to- 
morrow morning. 

Many houses were filled with 
leaf by noon today, some filled up 
during the afternoon and others 
were expected to be full by mid- 
night as a steady stream of grow- 
ers and their families, riding in 
an odd assortment of _ vehicles, 
headed for the 15 market centers. 

Year’s Crop Short, 

Unofficial estimates have placed 
the 1937 crop at between 60,000,000 
and 65,000,000 pounds, as com- 
pared with more than 84,000,000 
pounds last year. Last year sales 
during the season amounted to 
$17,670,567.60 and the average 
price was 20.96 cents per pound. 

Tight-lipped buyers who refus- 
ed to say more than that “good 
tobacco will bring a good price” 
were ready at Adel, Baxley, Black- 
shear, Douglas, Hahira, Hazle- 
hurst, Metter, Moultrie, Nashville, 
Pelham, Statesboro, Tifton, Val- 
dosta, Vidalia and Waycross.

Demands $150,000, Alleg- 
ing Plot in Charge 
He Killed ‘Party Girl.’ 


BOWLING GREEN, Ky., July 
28.—(#)—Brigadier General Henry 
H. Denhardt filed suit today for 
$150,000 against three defendants 
contending a recent civil suit pre- 
ferred against him in Louisville, 
alleging he was responsible for 
the death of a young woman, was 
a part of a conspiracy to imprison 
him and ruin his name. 

Denhardt was sued for $75,000 
by Edward C. Langan, public ad- 
ministrator of Jefferson county 
(Louisville), and others in con- 
nection with the death of Patricia 
Wilson, said by police to be a 
“party girl” in a hotel here July 
15, 1936. Her battered body was 
found in an elevator shaft. 

Faces Second Trial. 

Denhardt, former lieutenant 
governor and adjutant general of 
Kentucky, faces a second trial this 
fall on a charge of murdering his 
fiancee, Mrs. Verna Garr Taylor. 
A jury failed to agree at his first 
trial last spring. 

Named in Denhardt’s suit were 
Langan, James T. Robinson, attor- 
ney: the Sun Indemnity Company 
of New York, surety on Langan’s 
official bond, “and others to the 
plaintiff at this time not definite- 
ly known.” 

Denies Being in City. 

The general denied he was in 
Louisville at the time of Miss Wil- 
son’s death. 

The general also charged that 
rumors were circulated in Henry 
county, scene of his murder trial, 
to the effect he had killed his for- 
mer wife, eight other women and 
15 to 20 men.

HENDAYE, Franco-Spanish

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Far Eastern Crisis 
At Reader’s Glance 


By the Associated Press. 

Oriental armies totaling 35,- 
000 men—15,000 Chinese and 
20,000 Japanese—were massed 
yesterday in a small section of 
Hopeh province, North China, as 
the far east faced a new crisis 
that may become a full-fledged 
war. 


The Scene. 

Hopeh province is China’s 
northernmost coastal province 
bordering Japanese-dominated 
Manchoukuo and across the Yel- 
low sea from Korea. 

It contains Peiping, city of 
“northern peace,” once China’s 
capital, still the seat of foreign 
embassies though the modern 
capital is at Nanking, 600 miles 
south. 

Hopeh also includes Tientsin, 
commercial gateway to the rich 
North China region. 


The Causes. 

Japan frankly seeks economic 
domination of Hopeh, adjacent 
Chahar province and perhaps 
other North China territory. Ho- 
peh is the next step after Man- 
choukuo on her advance into the 
Asiatic mainland. 

Japan demands withdrawal of 
Chinese troops, suppression of 
anti-Japanese movements, new 
military rights and complete 
freedom of North China from 
Nanking’s authority. 

China seeks to retain even a 
loose hold on the northern 
provinces, and to halt the Jap- 
anese advance. 


The Armies. 

Foreign military experts esti- 
mate at 15,000 China’s troops 
in the trouble zone—10,000 near 
Tientsin, 5,000 near Peiping. An 
additional 35,000 were believed 
concentrated 80 miles south at 
Paotingfu, all a part of the 29th 
army.

WASHINGTON, July 28.—(4)— 
The United States government 
may attempt to move approxi- 
mately 675 American citizens out 
of strife-torn Peiping. 

Anxiety for the safety of Amer- 
icans in Peiping increased with 
word that 10 or 15 had chosen to 
remain in their homes in a por- 
tion of the city where there was 
considerable artillery fire or 
bombing. 

The American embassy reported 
also that several hundred Ameri- 
cans had experienced great diffi- 
culty in reaching the protection of 
the embassy compound because of 
barricades erected on 
streets by Chinese forces. 

Refugees Enter Embassy. 

An appeal from the embassy to 
Chinese authorities facilitated the 
flight to the guarded _ legation 
quarter, however. Refugees still 
were streaming into the compound, 
on foot, in motor cars and in rick- 
shas, at the time the embassy re- 
ported. Many arrived under mili- 
tary escort. 

Secretary Hull announced this 
possibility today after the wound- 
ing of an American marine dem- 
onstrated the dangers to which 
foreigners are exposed in the fight- 
ing between Chinese and Japanese 
armies around the ancient capi- 
tal. 

Presidential aides said President 
Roosevelt is studying closely all 
developments. 

The chief executive let it be 
known he might forego his cus- 
tomary week-end cruise on the 
Presidential yacht if the Far East- 
ern situation continues critical.

Farouk’s father, King Gaud I, 
died last April, and a regency took 
charge, awaiting the day when Fa- 
rouk «vould be 18.

Christian calendar Farouk will not 
be 18 until next February 11. 

Since Faud’s death, Great Brit- 
ain and Egypt have signed a 
treaty ending the 55-year British 
military occupation of Egypt and 
making the country an independ- 
ent monarchy friendly to Britain. 

Nile Valley Happy. 

Never before have all the sects 
and political creeds of the Nile 
valley seen most of their : spira- 
tions realized as in the regime 
which the slim boy ruler will 
head. 

There is no evidence of bitter 
party strife, which during Fau’s 
reign resulted often in bloody 
rioting between the home-rule 


tion. 

Farouk will be strictly a con- 
stitutional monarch, as his father 
was forced to be during the last 
months of his life. Farouk will

3 AMERICANS DIE 
IN BELGIAN CRASH 


15 Carried to Flaming 
Death as Crack Airliner 
Falls Near Brussels. 


BRUSSELS, Belgium, July 28.— 
(P)—A crack airliner from The 
Netherlands plunged into a potato 
field near here today, carrying to 


flaming death all 15 occupants, 
three of whom were listed as 
Americans. 

Airline officials identified the 
Americans only as “Munn, Canton 
and Goldbloem.” 


There were seven other passen- 
gers and fiveinthe crew. One of 
the passengers was listed as a 
Mexican named Trillo. 

Many hours after the crash, the 
shattered and charred bodies of 
a number of the victims still lay 
in the smoldering wreckage. Of 
those removed, only one body was 
identified immediately,that of Miss 
Van Deveen, Dutch stewardess. 

The plane, a Douglas (United 
States make), left Amsterdam at 
9:20 a. m. on a scheduled, com- 
mercial flight and headed for Paris 
after a stop in Brussels. It fell 
in flames near Hal, 10 miles south- 
west of here. 

Only the tail of the airliner 
stood out from the remainder of 
the wreckage.

HIGH'S 
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THE BIBLE IN SCHOOL 

Dr. Louie D. Newton, pastor of the Druid 
Hills Baptist church, has performed a fine pub- 
lic service in drawing attention to the funda- 
mental objections to the proposed purchase of 
800,000 Bibles to be distributed among the 
school children of Georgia at the expense of 
the state taxpayers. 

The idea of religious freedom is one of the 
four basic guarantees of personal liberty writ- 
ten into the United States constitution in the 
bill of rights. The other three are the rights 
of free assembly, free speech and free press. 
When one is infringed upon, all four are im- 
periled. 

As Dr. Newton points out, there are, in the 
schools of Georgia, children from homes of all 
varieties of religious belief. He pertinently asks 
if the Bibles to be purchased by the stzte are 
to be Jewish Bibles, Catholic Bibles or the 
version accepted by the Protestant denomina- 
tions. It would be, of course, an unwarranted 
interference with religious freedom to require 
a Jewish child to read and accept the Bible 
used by a Baptist, or for a Catholic child to 
use the Jewish sacred book. 

Likewise it would violate the spirit of the 
constitution to require Bible study for children 
from those few Georgia homes where no reli- 
gious faith is accepted. 

While the proposal adopted by the state 
school board does not contemplate religious in- 
struction in the schools, merely undertaking to 
provide a copy of the Bible for every student, 
it is a first step which might logically precede 
a requirement for Bible study in the tax-sup- 
ported schools of the state. 

In addition to this basic objection to the 
proposal, it is an unwise and unnecessary €X- 
pense. Just at this time, when enlarged edu- 
cational and social security programs are laying 
added financial needs upon the state, when it 
has been found necessary, in order to fill these 
needs, to increase the already inequitable bur- 
den of ad valorem taxes, there can be no justi- 
fication for the expenditure of approximately 
$500,000 on a project which is, at the best, un- 


necessary and, at its worst, a violation of one 


of the cardinal principles of individual liberty. 

Surely, there are few school children in 
Georgia today to whom a Bible is not easily 
accessible whenever they wish to read the sa- 


ered word. 

In those cases where a copy of the Bible 
is lacking, it is a responsibility of the home 
or the church—certainly not of the tax-sup- 
ported schools—to remedy the lack.

THE GLORY THAT WAS EGYPT'S. 


Memories of ancient glory combine strange- 
ly with modern science in the festivities that 
signalize the accession to the Egyptian throne 
of the first independent monarch that land has 
known in more than four centuries. As the 
ghosts of the Pharaohs whisper from their 
mummy shrines in the pyramids, King Farouk 
I will take the oath of office in the parliament 
building at Cairo, while in every village of the 
Nile radio loudspeakers will carry the story of 
the ceremony to the inhabitants of the most 
remote points in the land. 

Since signing of the Anglo-Egyptian treaty 
last August, Egypt has been an independent 
constitutional monarchy, ruled by a regency 
until King Farouk became of age— 18—which 
permitted him to ascend the throne. 

The new king is a modern ruler. Educated 
in the schools and colleges of his native land 
and England, he is a typical, likeable youth of 
today. 

Egypt, protected for 55 years by British 
military occupancy, has slowly emerged from 
the disintegration that, half a century ago, 
seemed inevitable. The ancient country is to- 
day enjoying the eariy fruits of a policy which 
has addressed itself solely to betterment of 
domestic conditions, lifting the fellah to finer 
opportunities of life and beginning the slow 
process of providing means of decent liveli- 
hood to the most humble of its inhabitants. 

King Farouk I ascends the Egyptian throne 
at a time when his nation may again play a 
vital part in the affairs of the world. He faces 
a chance to serve his people in a way no an- 
cestor of his ever dreamed. He may, if he will. 
restore in modern guise some, at least, of the 
glory that in ancient days made his country the 
marvel of the then known world. 

With the understanding help that Britain 
is still willing to extend, King Farouk I this 


( 


week begins a career more difficult, but with 
greater opportunity for service, than falls to 
the lot of any of the youngster who were his 
companions in his schools. 


THE STATE TAX RATE INCREASE 

The increase in the rate of ad valorem taxes 
in Georgia, from 3 to 5 mills, forcibly illus- 
trates the urgency of reform in the tax sys- 
tem of the state. Faced with the necessity of 
increasing the state revenue, Governor Rivers 
and Comptroller General William B. Harrison 
had no alternative other than to lift the ad 
valorem rate to the maximum permitted under 
the constitution. 

Georgia’s archaic tax system is unjust, levy- 
ing too great a tribute upon owners of real es- 
tate and other real property. This is admitted 
with practical unanimity by all students of the 
subject. : | 

The newly inaugurated services of the state 
government are commended by everyone. They 
are essentials in modern life and conform to 
the social security programs of the federal gov- 
ernment and of the other states. 

But they cost money and the only source of 
governmental revenue is taxation. It is be- 
cause of Georgia’s outmoded tax laws that it 
is necessary, at this time, to add to the already 
unfair burden placed upon property owners. 

Other states have revised their systems to 
equalize the burden among all classes of citi- 
zenship. Illinois has done away entirely with 
ad valorem taxes for state needs, with entirely 
satisfactory results. Georgia must, as quickly 
as possible, adopt a new method of raising state 
revenue that will divide the cost in proper 
ratio, according to ability to pay, among all 
residents of the state. 

Until the top-heavy burden is lifted from 
the shoulders of the ad valorem taxpayers, 
there will be no proper opportunity for that 
full development in state progress that is the 
objective of every worthy state official and of 
every citizen with the welfare of his state at 
heart. 

The higher ad valorem rate now adopted, 
while unavoidable under present laws and con- 
ditions, points the need for state tax reform 
and emphatically illustrates the necessity for 
the legislature to devise a just and carefully 
designed tax method to end the present in- 
equitable system. 


TOBACCO IS KING TODAY 
South Georgia today turns its eyes toward 
the tobacco warehouses where the singsong of 
the auctioneers will echo as the golden leaf 
from widespread acres is offered for the con- 
sideration of the buyers. 


Today is the biggest day of the year for 
the tobacco growers of Georgia. As the first 
bids are made they will learn, from the trend 
of prices, approximately the return they are to 
receive for the months of painstaking care they 
have given to their crop. 

Last year the average price was 20.96 cents 
a pound, generally considered a fair return. It 
is hoped, however, that a generally higher qual- 
ity will this year boost that figure, while the 
total revenue to be thrown into the channels of 
south Georgia trade will, because of a larger 
crop, undoubtedly exceed the $17,670,567.60 to- 
tal of 1936. 3 

Few sections in the entire country have en- 
joyed the return of prosperity to the extent 
that has come to south Georgia. Tobaeco has 
played a large part in this realization. The 
annual sales season lets loose a flood of new 
money in the area which benefits not only the 
growers, but the merchants, the bankers, the 
professional men and all whose lives center in 
that region. 

The effects of the tobacco revenue are felt, 
likewise, in the swelling trade channels of At- 
lanta and it is with keen interest that all Geor- 
gia today joins with the tobacco growers in 
awaiting the reports of the opening day of to- 
bacco sales. 

The golden weed from the harvest fields of 
Georgia includes some of the finest tobacco 
grown anywhere. King Tobacco, for the mar- 
keting season at least, is enthroned as the 
reigning monarch of Georgia agriculture.

“GOOD NEIGHBOR PURGE” WASHINGTON, July 28.—The 

“purge” of the Good Neighbor 
League which removed Stanley (All-Time) High from its director- 
ship and made Walter A. Jones, ardent New Dealer, president, con- 
tains more significance than meets the eye. 

It is a part of a definitely crystallizing plan for the next phase in 
the battle for New Deal objectives. 

The general strategy is a realignment of forces, liberals vs. con- 
servatives, regardless of party labeli The battlefield now becomes 
the nation. The court fight was only one sector. 

Here the Good Neighbor League steps in. The President will go 
on the air under its auspices to restate his objectives within a moon 
or so.

Another Legend 
Of Warwoman Dell. 


Ever since this column told of 
Warwoman Dell, that beauty spot 
near Clayton in the mountains of 
Rabun county, and asked if any- 
one knew the origin of the name, 
all sorts of legends and stories 
and explanations have been com- 
ing in. Three or four have been 
published here and, as_ always, 
there can be no decision as_ to 
which is true. 

One received yesterday carries 
added weight, however, because it 
is evidently the result of some in- 
vestigation involving effort.

“*A Cherokee Indian woman 
overheard the Indian braves dis- 
cussing an impending battle at 
Ninety Six, South Carolina, which 
was'a white settlement at that 
time. She, for some reason, did not 
want this to occur and left the 
camp that night, arriving at Nine- 
ty Six in 24 hours to warn the 
whites. This woman belonged to a 
Cherokee tribe living in the valley 
we now know as Warwoman Dell 
and for this squaw the stream was 
called Warwoman creek.

And Fascism would simplify 


matters‘ in our resistance to that 
formless and somewhat exagger- 
ated menace known to the trade 
as subversive alien influence, if 
we should consolidate those two 
influences—Communism and Fas- 
cism—and treat them as one and 
the same thing. In practical effect 
they are the same. 

Nazism, of course, is merely a 
German imitation of Fascism, with 
certain special features suited to 
the spiritual peculiarities of the 
Germans. Hitler copied Mussolini’s 
blackhand method of organiza- 
tion, which Mussolini borrowed 
from the Sicilian terrorists, and 
the Nazi salute is exactly the same 
as the Italian gesture, except that 
the Germans are rather shame- 
faced about it, and have reduced 
it to a perfunctory flip of the 
hand. 

The Germans, furthermore, are 
required by law to say, “Heil 
Hitler,” in giving the salute, but 
they obviously feel foolish in this, 
so the password, like the high- 
sign, has been abbreviated, and 
is now pronounced “Hiddler.” 
Usually under the breath. 

The Nazi differ from the Fascist 
in one important respect, and this 
difference makes them almost 
identical with the Communists, 
whom they affect to detest. The 
Fascists protect the Christian re- 
ligion as a matter of practical pol- 
itics, but the Nazis are anti-Chris- 
tian and, in spots, aggressively 
pagan. They feel that Christian- 
ity provides a common tie with 
other peoples whom they may be 
required to kill, so, to prevent fra- 
tegnalism from extending beyond 
their borders they have tried two 
methods. The first, appealing to 
the majority of the people, holds 
that Jesus Christ had a special 
affection for that geographical 
area known as Germany and a 
hatred for all human beings re- 
siding outside that zone. 


Christianity The other, propa- 
Is N gated by old Gen- 
8 Nonsense eral Ludendorff 
and Adolf Hitler’s special body- 
guard, known as the Black Corps, 
insists that Christianity is non- 
sense and that there are special 
gods, local to the country, who are 
much better, because, being entire- 
ly German and unchristian, they 
will not be accepted by any other 
race. Thus, there would be no 
common religious tie with the 
enemy in time of war, and it 
would be a religious duty of the 
pagan Nazi to kill all infidels 
whether Christian, Atheists, Mo- 
hammedan, or Jews. 

The Fascists, however, demand 
certain services or certain acquies- 
cences amounting to the same 
thing, in return for protection of 
the Christian religion. Christian- 
ity in Italy is compelled to serve 
a political system which is repug- 
nant to the Christians. of the free 
countries, and a constant menace 
to their peace and their lives. So 
Christianity’s freedom under Fas- 
cism is only nominal, and is pur- 
chased at a high price. 

The Russian Communists have 
no god unless it be the mummy of 
Lenin, and they suppress all re- 
ligious tendencies. 

There are the apparent differ- 
ences between the subversive in- 
fluences. True, the Fascists pre- 
tend to keep hands off the family 
and the home, but little boys are 
taken into military training at the 
age of 6, and the education of the 
young constantly points them in 
the direction of war. And any 
father, mother or clergyman who 
tells a child that it was wrong, 
and not God’s will that Italians 
go a-killing in Abyssinia or 
Spain, where certainly Italy was 
looking for trouble and not the 
offended party, had better bar the 
door. 


All ‘Isms’ So far as govern- 

. ment and human 
Are Alike rights and proper- 
ty rights are concerned, Com- 
munism, Fascism and Nazism 
are all alike, and all enemies of 
the American ideal of democracy. 
Hitler does business and enjoys 
great prestige with his people as 
the arch-enemy of Communism, 
but if he and Mussolini were to 
get together with Stalin of Rus- 
sia in an honest meeting they 
would find that they have no 
quarrel at all. They all believe 
in the same things and use the 
same methods. Mussolini is no 
more religious than Hitler or 
Stalin, was not married until some 
of his children were full grown, 
and married then only for political 
reasons. 

Communism, Fascism and 
Nazism forbid freedom of thought, 
speech and the press. They for- 
bid labor to organize; they have 
no parliament; they do not permit 
the people to vote; they suppress 
opposition in thought, word and 
deed by execution or exile, and 
private property does not exist. 
Mussolini and Hitler started out 
to suppress Communism, but each 
suppressive measure that they 
adopted was taken from. the 
enemy, and they have only suc- 
ceeded in imitating the common 
foe. Now they are all the com- 
mon enemy of democracy, all 
alike, and divided only by 
rivalries.

He mentioned many disadvantages of marriage, such as the loss 
of freedom and the gain in bills, but the gist of his 12-column ar- 
gument boiled down to as many lines when he said a modern bach- 
elor can live a normal life and enjoy the companionship of women, 
and then confessed: “The system is not unlike renting a car instead 
of owning it.” 

That tells the whole story—except that somebody else must keep 
up the car. 

We happen to be male and female animals and a normal man 
can’t live a normal life without a woman. 

A sexless egoist can be contented without one. A normal man, 
bound by some high duty, can somehow live his empty life without 
women—as he could live without music or books or beauty. 

But a normal man who tries to live normally without marrying 
must be a chiseler who leaves the check for somebody else to pay. 

He may gratify himself by dishonoring women, or buy the love 
of morons, or he may enjoy the honorable companionship of fine 
women by reaping where he doesn’t sow. In the latter case he says 
to husbands and fathers: “You feed ’em dnd 'I’ll enjoy ’em.” 

He isn’t “living without women.” He is merely living without 
paying his way. He is a parasite who takes but doesn’t give. 

The institution of marriage is very old. The birds and certain 
animals adopted “it some thousands of years before men got around 
to it.

Governor of Alabama Pre-« 
dicts Elimination of 
Freight Differentials.

BIRMINGHAM, Ala., July 28.— 
(P)—Governor Bibb Graves told 
a Luncheon Club here today “you 
can never get rid of wage dif- 
ferentials in the south until the 
freight rate differential is ended.” 

A southern manufacturer “‘hasn’t 
a fighting chance against these 
higher rates, unless he has a wage 
differential,” Graves said. “He 
can’t pay higher transportation 


costs unless he can save some- 
where. else.” 

Graves is chairman of a group 
of southeastern governors attack- 
ing the freight differentials in the 
deep south. He forecast elimina-~ 
tion of the rate differences. 

“The reason for rate differentials 
has been erased by time,” he said, 

“The Louisville & Nashville 
hauls a ton of freight cheaper 
(that is, at a lower operating cost) 
than the Pennsylvania. That was 
not true 30 years ago, when freight 
volume in the southeast was small.

Vitamin B, 
essential, at least promotes or aids 
normal carbohydrate metabolism 
Many clinicians have found in ac- 
tual practice that adequate rations 
of vitamin B distinctly improve 
utilization of carbohydrates in dia- 
betes. both in children and in 
adults. As a rule a diabetes pa- 
tient receiving a certain daily dose 
of insulin gets along with consid- 
erably less insulin when the diet is 
supplemented with an _ optimal 
daily ration of vitamin B. 
Practically every one who eats 
too much does his serious eating 
in the line of refined carbohy- 
drates—white bread, cakes, suc- 
ar, candy. sweets.

Your Figure, Madam

TENSION AND ACHING FEET 
CAUSE POOR POSTURE. 


Nurses and salesgirls, secretaries 
and stenographers probably have 
the worst postures in town. Now, 
don’t misunderstand me, this isn’t 
just a whim of mine! It’s the un- 
biased verdict of the physical ed- 
ducation department of the New 


York Y. W. C. A,, a conclusion 
drawn after analyzing the posture 
faults of hundreds of working 
girls. 

Apparently the same thing 
wrong with the stance of these 
groups. There is a tendency to 
stand with the body segments 
lined up like the letter S, with a 
hollow at the small of the back, 
throwing the abdomen forward: a 
round curve to the shoulders, the 
chin forward and the knées back- 
ward. 

Although the appearances are 
the same, the causes of poor pos- 
ture are different. With nurses 
and salesgirls, it is usualiy foct 
trouble; with the office worker, 
it is nervous tension. Althoug): 
the ultimate objective is to bring 
the body into iine so that weight 
is perfectly distributed, the Y's 
department emphasizes foct exer- 
cises for the one group and relax- 
ing exercises for the overwrought 
secretary. 

Since foot trouble is the basis 
of a great deal of poor posture, 
you may need this exercise 
your own figure program: 

Sit on a chair with your knees 
wide apart, feet anchored against 
the side of each front leg of the 
chair, toes turned in. Now, grir 
with the toes. Relax, grip again. 

The Y. W. C. A. favors relax- 
ing exercises taken in a sitting 
position, and this exercise, pre- 
scribed for the secretary or ste- 
nographer, improves posture while 
helping you to rest: 

Sit on a chair with the trunk 
straight, chin held high. Have the 
arms bent at the elbows and the 
elbows and the closed fists almost 
touching, breast high. Slowly 
force the elbows backward unt 
you feel a pull in your back ane 
shoulder muscles. Then let the 
hands fall down at the sides an¢ 
relax.

NEED OF NEW TAXES. 
MAY BE ELIMINATED 


Increase in Ad Valorem 
Levy Expected To Produce 
Necessary Revenues. 


State officials Indicated yester- 


day that the 2-mill increase in ad 
valorem taxes ordered Tuesday by 
Governor Rivers might swell the 
state income to a figure which 
would obviate the necessity of any 
new taxes to meet the $20,000,000 
1937-38 appropriation bill passed 
early this year by the general as- 
sembly. 


Comptroller General William B. 
Harrison said the added ad va- 
lorem tax would run the yield 
from that levy “well beyond the 
$5,000,000 mark if collections are 
as good as anticipated.” 


Should the figure go beyond 
$5,000,000 it probably will set a 
new high record for Georgia, since 
ad valorem taxes have only ap- 
proximated the $5,000,000 mark in 
the boom years of 1928 and 1929. 
Increases in the tax digest and 
improved general conditions are 
seen by the comptroller general 
as reasons for the marked in- 
crease. 

If the levy yields $5,000,000 the | 
state’s general fund income is ex- | 
pected to be around $16,000,000 for | 
the year and Governor Rivers al- 
ready has ordered a 20 per cent) 
reduction in appropriations, which 
reduces this year’s outlay to $16,- 
000,000, the income anticipated at 
present. 

One major source of revenue 
tapped anew by the general as- 
sembly is the income tax, which 
was doubled for this year. How- 
ever, returns are not made until 
after January 1 and funds collect- 
ed this year are on 1936 incomes, 
which are taxed on the old rate. 
The double rate will not become 
effective until after the first of 
the year, but increased revenue 
from this source is expected to 
_materially aid in meeting the

Bees Are Buzzing Along. 

NEW YORK, July 28.—Behind airtight pitching the Boston Bees hgve . 
come zooming into an already exciting National league pennant race, 
thus confounding the western clubs as they went piling into Boston. 
Now the Bees are swinging through the west and no longer are the 
Cubs, the Cardinals, the Pirates and the Reds glad to see them. Notice 
has been served that they no longer are a soft touch but that enemy . 
hitters are likely to be in for a troublous afternoon whenever they tie 
up with Fette, Turner, Lanning or Bush. 

It was 23 years ago that a Boston team, starting from last place 

on the Fourth of July, swept to glory by winning the National 

league pennant and beating the redoubtable Athletics in the World 

Series. That Boston team also won mainly on remarkable pitching, 

furnished by Dick Rudolph, Lefty George Tyler and Bill James. 

Nobody ever has forgotten that team and its amazing dash from 

nowhere to the top of the baseball heap. It is inevitable that the 

memory of it should be called up again by this drive on the part 

of the present Boston array. 

Maybe it will not happen again—but it could. Baseball is the kind 
of game in which almost anything can happen, especially when a team 
can muster four pitchers with as much on the ball as the Boston hurlers 
have shown up to now. 


McKechnie and Stallings. 


Meanwhile, it is interesting to compare Bill McKechnie, manager of 
oa rey today, with George Stallings, the man who led them to the peak 
n 1914. 

McKechnie is one of the mildest of men, a quiet, soft-spoken, pipe- 
smoking, self-effacing chap who never was much of a ball player himself 
but knows how to put winning ball teams together. He had two pennants 
to his credit before he went to Boston—one in Pittsburgh in 1925 and 
the other in St. Louis in 1928. He knows how to handle men, how to 
get the most out of them with, apparently, the least effort. He has a 
world of patience and unlimited fortitude. 


He passed safely through a financial crisis in the affairs of the 
Boston club, which all but obliterated it. He survived the brief 
but tumultuous sojourn of Babe Ruth with the Bees and the crack- 
up that ensued when the Babe and Judge Fuchs crashed head-on, 
so to speak. He worked doggedly with hopelessly inept ball 
players, traded skilfully in his attempts to get better ones, saw 
his carefully laid plans smashed before his eyes and suffered many 
bitter and humiliating defeats. 


Maybe he is riding now, however hopefully, to another crushing fall, 
But if he falls again, he'll pick himself up and brush himself off—and 
start all over again without squawking. 


George Was Dynamic. 


Stallings was as dynamic as McKechnie is quiet. In his way—which 
was a far different way—he, too, knew how to handle men. Possessed 
of a terrific nervous energy, he ultimately wore himself down and ruined 
his health by the strain he imposed upon himself every time he entered 
the dugout—but while he lasted he drove his men hard, raged at the 
umpires, Outwitted his rivals and took his place among the greatest’ man- 
agers baseball ever has known. 


Like McKechnie, he was a builder of baseball teams. The 
Braves were a pretty hopeless outfit when he took them over, but 
he reached out and grabbed such players as Hank Gowdy, Johnny 
Evers, Rabbit Maranville, Red Smith—and Rudolph, Tyler and 
James. He bullied his men, or wheedled them or coaxed them— 
depending on the man and the situation. He fired them with his 
own fervor, and almost made nervous wrecks of some of them— 
but he won with them. He won against obstacles as great as those 
which the Bees now face. He turned staid Boston town upside 
down—and his team drew crowds so great that Jim Gaffney, who 
owned the club, had to move out of the old park on Columbus 
avenue, down by the railroad tracks, and build the mammoth park 
where the Bees now play. 


Stallings had the heart and soul of a winner and suffered in defeat. 
Typical of him is the story they tell of the time when, a very sick man, 
he was going home one fall and suffered a heart attack on the train. 
A young doctor, summoned by telegraph, boarded the train at a way 
sttion and, after treating him, asked: 

“What caused your heart trouble, Mr. Stallings?” 

Stalling looked at him for a moment and then turned his gaze out 
the window.

The Macon News said today it had 
learned Wade Johnson, a princi- 
pal in a sensational Jones county 
crime 13 years ago, has started 
proceedings to win freedom from 
the chain gang.

Finally his sentence was commut- 
ed to life imprisonment. 

He was convicted, along with 
Jarrett Benford, of criminal as- 
sault on an elderly Jones county 
woman. The victim subsequently 
died. Benford’s death sentence 
also was communted to life im- 
prisonment. 

Hallie B. Bell, Macon attorney, 
has been retained as counsel to 
direct the efforts towards a par- 
don or parole for Johnson. 

In accordance with the law, a 
notice that Johnson will make ap- 
plication for pardon or parole will 
be posted on the bulletin board in 
front of the Jones county court- 
house, Gray, from August 1 to 
September 1.
